AGE OF OATJUE.

No accurate opinion of the age of a 


calf can be formed until it is six 
months old; at that time ,tbe fourth 
molar (the back teeth which .are used 
for grinding) is well developed. Be- 
tween six and twelve1 months there are 
no important dental changes, the in- 
cisors (front or Cutting teeth) become 
worn and more space is left between 
them, but it is not possible to assert 
from the state of the incisor teeth 
whether the animal is under or over 
tlie age. of one year; At one year a 
bullock has eight incisors, and shortly 
afterwards the fifth molar appears. 


At the age of twenty or twenty-one 


months the two central incisors become 
loose, and their successors, the first 
two broad teeth, may begin to. ihow 
themselves. 
i 


; iAt one year and seyen months, in, 
very forward animals, the first pair: of 
permanent or broad incisors are cut, 
bnt they are never level with the other 
incisors before one year 
and ten 


months, and their perfect development 
is,indicative of the age of two years, at 
which time the sixth and last molars 
are in position, and any error or opin- 
ion ns to age which might arise from 
the permanent or early cutting of tfie 
central permanent incisors may bo! cor- 
rected by reference to the state, of the 
molars. When the animal is a month 
or two over two years the first and' 
second (counting from the front) per- 
manent molars take the place of the 
permanent teejth. 


From, two years and three-months to 


two years and six months the:second 
pair.of broad, front or incisor teeth,: 
the middle permanent incisors, occupy 
the place of the corresponding tempor- 
ary teeth in all cultivated breeds; In- 
tan cos of late dentition present them- 
selvesifom time to time, in which tho 
middle permanent incisors are not cut 
till the animal is approaching three 
yejvrs/old. 
There is; consequently ti, 


possible variation of six months in the 
.iine of the appearance of these-teeth. 


It must be understood; in reference 


o the appearance of the second pair of 
.n-oad teeth", that an expert, looking at 
the month, which has-four permanent 
'ncisors, will conclude that the animal 
s two years and a half old, but if he is 
required to certify that the ae;e is 
under or'above that period he must 
iroceed to inspect the molar teeth and 
take: into account the animal's pedi- 
gree, its sex and its general condition 
;)f development. 


If the animal in question is a bull, 


and has been forced to early maturity. 
t ;may be expected that the second 
jai.r of permanent incisors will cut at 
;wo years and four months, and if 
either of the anterior (foremost) tern- 
)orary molars remain in their.pltices,; 
he conclusion that the animal is under 
•wo years and a half •will be strength- 
ened. 


Shortly after the first and second' 


molars are cut, the third makes its ap- 
learance; occasionally it appears be- 
bre .the others, and the animal at the 
age of three years- will have three an- 
erior molars level with the other teeth, 
bitt showing no signs o! wear

>ermanent incisors may occur at any 
line between two years: and 
six 


mouths and three years of age. ' In 
cultivated bre.eds they ate present be- 
ore the animal is three years old, and- 
occasionally they .will ,:be found well 
leveloped after two and ahalf years.:

iieiimauent incisors, the fourth pair of 
tiroad teeth, the permanent dentition 
of the ox is completed, .and after tin* 
period the changes in the form of the 
teeth from effects of attrition will assist 
th&examiner in forming an opinion of 
the age.—Southern Farm.

The Lowest Bidder. 


Had a murder been committed in De- 


catur it could not hare aroused so much 
general interest and talk as did the act 
of the county board committee yesterday 
in connection with the vote by which the 
fair grounds were leased to Dan Gulp for 
a year. The singular action of Supervis- 
ors Durfee, of Deoatur, and E. R, Moffett, 
of Bine Mound, in voting in favor of the 
man who on the face of the sealed bids 
was unquestionably the lowest bidder, is 
generally condemnc-3 as an unbusiness- 
like proceeding, and there are those who 
do not hesitate to pronounce the deal a 
job and a steal and manifestly an injus- 
tice to the other four applicants, each of 
whom offered a higher sum than Culp. 
Wid Baker's bid was $165; that of Adam 
Blenz $151, while the bid of Culp was 
but $125, which was increased by Durfee 
to $ 150 after the bids were opened. As 
stated lost evening Supervisor Hill, the 
chairman, voted in favor of the highest 
bidder, Mr. Baker. No one has any per- 
sonal objection to Mr. Culp. He is doubt- 
less a worthy custodian, but people look 
at the deal in a business-like way, and as 
the committee gave notice that the 
grounds would be leased to the highest 
bidder and made no reservation as to the 
rejection of bids, Mr. Culp was unques- 
tionably the lowest bidder, certainly 
lower than both Mr. Baker and Mr. Blenz. 
The scheme, however, was to give the 
grounds to Mr. Culp, and Mr. Durfee and 
Mr. Moffett united in casting the major- 
ity vote in his favor. 


Supervisor Durfee was seen last even- 


ing by a REPUBLICAN reporter. He was 
rather warm, and desired to know if Mr. 
Hill had stated that he (Hill) had object- 
ed to considering the $25 raise offered 
by Mr. Durfee. On receiving confirma- 
tion of the published statement Mr. Dur- 
fee declared emphatically that Mr. Hill 
had not objected, and said there was a 
question of veracity at stake. When Mr. 
Durfee was asked how it came about 
that he voted for Gulp when his bid was 
lower than that of Baker and Blenz, al- 
lowing the $25 raise to be regular, he an- 
swered that the committee was instructed 
to let the grounds to the highest respon- 
sible bidder and he and Moffett voted for 
Culp. He added that Culp had driven 
bad characters from the grounds and 
there were at least 200 people who want- 
ed him to remain in charge. 


Mr. Baker and his friends say they will 


see if there is any law that will prevent 
the leasing of the fair grounds to Mr. 
Culp. Supervisor Hill has been notified 


ot to issue the lease. The squabble is 
kely to be the subject of lively talk and 
tigation until it is settled satisfactorily. 


A Splendid Location for the New 


Presbyterian Church—Ground 


to be Broken Soon. 


It has long been known that the mem- 


bers of the First Presbyterian ehnroh had 
decided to purchase a new site and erect 
a new and modern house of worship. 
Over • year ago the society purchased 
the Dr. Walters property at the south- 
west corner of North Church and North 
streets, across the street from the school 
house. It was then supposed that ground 
would be broken for the new church 
within a few months, but delays occurred 
until finally it was found that there was 
lack of sufficient space on that lot for the 
church planned to be built 


Later a building committee was select- 


ed comprising W. T. Wells, chairman; D. 
H. Heihnan, treasurer; R. P. Lytle, sec- 
retary, and Mrs. A. T. Hill and Mrs. 
Orlando Powers. This committee, since 
its appointment, has been industriously 
viewing several desirable locations in the 
city, and some time ago decided that if 
the W. B, Chambers residence lot at the 
corner of North Main and North streets, 
(recently purchased by Mr. C. from Silas 
Packard) could be had at a reasonable 
figure, on it would be built the new 
ehnroh. Mr. Chambers has been very 
reluctant to sell, but yesterday afternoon 
the deal was closed and the committee 
bought the lot for the site of the new 
edifice. The lot has an east frontage on 
Main street of 80 feet, and runs back, to 
the alley 162 feet. Just west of the lot is 
the Wilkinson Manse, occupied by the 
Presbyterian pastor, Rev. W. H. PresUey, 
and his family. Both church and par- 
sonage will be quite close together. In 
making the purchase the committee gives 
Mr. Chambers in exchange for the prop- 
erty $6,000 in cash and the Walters lot 
at the corner ot Church and North streets, 
valued at $4,500, making the Chambers 
lot cost the church $9,500. The house, 
which is a large one, will be sold at a 
good figure. If more lot room is required 
no doubt Mrs. A. A. Powers will sell the 
church space off the south side of her 
ample ground; but it is believed that the 
80x152 feet will give ample room for the 
edifice now designed to be erected. The 
new location is a very desirable one in- 
deed and cannot fail to meet the hearty 
approval of the congregation. It is but 
a block distant from the street car line, 
is geographically centrally located, is 
high and dry, and sufficiently remote from 
the noise and bustle of business life to 
remove all possible objections. 


The committee will at once cast about 


for plans for a suitable church of modern 
and handsome style and when one or 
more are received they will be submitted 
to the congregation for approval. The 
new edifice will cost in the neighborhood 
of $40,000 and will be something entirely 
different in style of architecture from 
any church now in the city. It will not 
fail to be an ornament Co the city.

August or September of the present year.

The signal service bureau.has its headquar- 
ters in Washington, in an bldj building on G 
street above the. state, war and navy depart- 
ments. Theservice Is under tbe control of the 
war department, and It has been in existence 
since 1870. It is organized like an army, and 
It comprises 500 men'. A number of these 
men come from the regular' army, and among 
them to • captain and -five lieutenant*, 150 
sergeants, 30 corporals and a number of reg- 
ularly enlisted men. There are two grades of 
officers belonging to the corps, The head is the 
general signal officer, Gen. Greely, who has, 
by this appointment, the rank .of brigadier 
general. Toe other officers are lieutenants. 
There are between 800 and 400 stations in tbe 
weather service, but there are only a little 
over 160 first class stations where daily tele- 
graphic reports are received. Xhe different 
agents of the bureau. aJl over the .country 
take their observations at precisely the same 
minute of Washington time, namely, 7a.m., 
3 p. m. and U p. m. These reports are tele- 
graphed to Washington, and they form the 
data upon which the weather charts are 
formed. The predictions in many cases are 
good, but'they of ten fail, as was the case of 
the late big:storm. The officers of the 
weather bureau felt considerably bored over: 
their failure in this respect, and they have a 
number of excuses to show why they did not 
make the proper predictions. 


In the meantime Washington felt the loss 


of telegraphic and railroad communications 
more than did any other city In the. United 
States. It is the political center of the 
United States, and for a week the presidential 
wires were down. Senator Sherman was un- 
able to'receive reports from his friends in 
tbe south, and Allison could get neither let- 
ters nor telegrams from Iowa. Hawley de- 
voted his time to the entertainment of the 
authors who are here in the interest of the 
Copyright league, and Senator Cullom wrote 
numerous letters, which he mailed as soon as 
the tracks were clear. 


A noticeable change was apparent in the 


house and senate. Statesmen who, had big 
speeches did not. care to deliver them vhon 
they could not be telegraphed over the coun- 
try, and Washington seemed to have lost its 
heart It was in tbe condition of a besieged 
city, cutoff from even balloon communica- 
tion with the rest of the world, and the gov- 
ernment and the politicians worked on, in a 
hampered sort ol a way, inside the big snow 
walls.

and poor houses. "Twenty-two per cent,": 
says he, "of the criminals of the United 
States-are. foreigners, 34 per cent, of the 
paupers in abnshouses are foreigners, and 
nearly 44 'rjer cent, of the inmates of work 
houses and houses of correction are of for- 
eign birth." Senator Palmer wants every 
foreigner who comes to the United Stabs to 
bring a consular certificate showing that ho 
is fitted to become a citizen of tbe United 
States; and that he is not sure to find his way 
immediately into the poor houses or the 
prisons.

Washington. He Ibokslike a patriarch. Ho 
stood on the steps of the Biggs house last 
night. A big 260 pound weight of a man, his 
broad, beefy, shoulders held up a rusty over- 
coat, draped about him with a careless air. 
His double buttoned frock coat was unbut- 
toned at tho front, and his vest was not free 
from dust. His boots, for this patriarch 
wore boots, had not been blacked since morn- 
ing, and his high collar was wilted down with 
the work of the day. Out of this collar rose 
a fringe1 of iron gray silver strands, much 
like the beard of Horace Greeley, and this 
fringe formed the setting of a face not un- 
like that of the late editor of The Tribune. 
Eyes as blue as the skies of June looked out 
over iron spectacles, and as much of a high 
forehead as could bo seen under the No. 10 
plug hat, which was pushed down over it, 
bulged out with brains. This patriarch had 
a kind look and a friendly word for his ac- 
quaintances as they, passed by, and every one 
knew him. You will. recognize him, too, 
•when I mention bis name, for he has been 
often spoken of as presidential candidate. 
He has been in the United States senate, and 
be has been a possible cabinet officer and 
supreme court judge for years back. Ee be- 
gan life as a saddler, studied law between 
the stitches of the harness, and pulled his 
way into a practice which is now worth §15,- 
000 to $20,000 a year. His name is Joseph E. 
McDonald, and his state is Indiana, Hu tells 
me that he is out of politics for good, that he 
will never again seek an office, and that he 
likes President Cleveland from in to out. * 


Just back of this big patriarch stood a 


tight little fellow of 100 pounds, whose face 
evidenced more culture than that of Uncle 
Joe. HBWOS quite as noted in his way as 
McDonald; and with half the flesh and bone 
and muscle, and with his brain packed into 
half the compass, he has made his marie. A 
look at him would not suggest his career. 
ISo one would imagine that that full beard of 
an English cut had turned from straw to 
silver while watching the rise and fall of 
stocks in Wall street, nor would one think 
that those kind, soft eyes were keen enough 
to see the prospective "bulling" of Western 
Union or the "bearing" of Northern Pacific, 
You would rather take him for a litterateur 
or a gentleman of leisure. He might bo a 
poet, but you would never make him a 
broker. And still he is both, for his name 
is Edmund Clarence Stedman, who has mode 
and lost a fortune in Wall street, who can 
moke a living by writing poetry, and who 
is one of the best friends "the young and 
'struggling writers of the country have ever 
known.

This depot forms the point at which all 
southern travelers going north and north- 
ern travelera going south change, and it bas 
been tne custom - for" passers , through to 
stop off fora train oud see Washington. 
There has been a movement during the pres- 
ent session of congress, to require the rail- 
road-tp move ite depot to tho suburbs of the 
city, and thus .prevent it creasing the! mail 
which extends from the White House-to the. 
Capitol. Thjelate storm hasshown the disad- 
vantages of sdch a removal, and the present 
passenger traffic of Washington would be 
seriously injured by it. The depot has be- 
come historic, for it was in it that Barfleld 
was shot, and the brass itar in in its waiting 
room shows the spot where his bead struck 
after be received Quitoau's bullet This 
depot, during the late storm, was filled with 
southern and western travelers. They over- 
flowed the waiting rooms, and among them 
was an excursion of 700 people from New 
York, and they were on an excursion to 
Washington and the south. An excursion 
agent had them In charge; and he had 
agreed, for a fixed sum, to show them Wash- 
ington and Richmond. The big storm snowed 
them in here. It prevented them seeing the 
capital, and instead of the sunny south, they 
came to a city as cold as the city of St. Paul 
in January.
